He feels disgust when he 
sees a black man dating a 
white woman. 

It bothers him that 
profane and obscene words 
appear in school textbooks. 

He thinks Henry 
Kissinger is selling the 
country down the drain. 

And Joe Grady, a 
Winston - Salem masonry 
cleaning contractor, was 
appointed Grand Dragon of 
the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan for North 
Carolina last week. 

It is Grady's style of 
Klannishness v * ■■ ■ 4 o 
acknowledge his ap- 
poii \tmppt._ The previous 
Grand Dragon kept his 


name and klan affiliation a 
secret. 

That isn't Grady's way, 
although he said he is sure 
that being known as a 
klansman hurts his con- 
tracting business. “I say, 
fight politically, but he 
(Grady’s predecessor) 
says, ‘That won't^do you 
any damn good.’ " 

He is proud of being a 
long - time member of the 
klan, and sick of hearing 
the organization 

characterized as “night 
riders burning crosses." 

“Look at its ac- 
complishments,” he said, 
and talked of rehabilitating 
alcoholics and supporting 
programs for retarded 
children. 

He spoke of the things in 
our society that bother 
him; a federal government 
that is too strong and too 
liberal, the wastefulness of 
bureaucracy, the per- 
missive atmosphere in 
which children are raised, 
forced busing, por- 
nography, profanity, 
encroaching communism.

"We want to keep our 
Southetn^fcterttage," Grady 
said. “I feel a kinship to the 
Southern white working 
man.” , 

Grady thinks he 
represents that man, "not 
the pseudo-intellectual, or 
the wealthy, but the white 
working man.” And he 
thinks the klan represents 
that man, with its rituals 
that go back to Reconstruc- 
tion days, and its old- 
fashioned values: "God, 
country, home and the klan, 
in about that order.*- 

Grady acknowledges that 
the klan has traditionally 
been against groups of peo- 
ple — blacks, Jews, 
Catholics and foreigners — 
but he personally doesn’t,, 
damn racial or religious or 
ethnic groups wholesale. 

"The one bunch of people 
I dislike most are the great 
yellow society," he said, 
"the people who are afraid 
to » come out of their living 
rooms, who don’t vote, who 
don’t get involved, who 
don’t even care what 
happ$ps v tQ ifeeir children. 

"I have more respect for 


Larry Little and the Black 
Panther^*' thafrtf* do for all 
the chicken white people 
who sit back and don’t par- 
ticipate." V , v -i 

Among these are people 
who call him and expect the 
klan to take action, after, 
for example, a racial inci- 
dent at a public school, 

"If you can’t try to im- 
prove the situation 
yourself, I see no use in 
talking about it," he said. 

And in cases where the 
law offers protection, he 
thinks people should call 
the police, not the klan. 

Working for and through 
the klan is how Grady acts 
on his beliefs and feelings.

He 
campaigns to elect other

"Morally, we’re drop- 
ping.

The Federal Reserve Act was passed on 
December 23, 1913 when most congressmen were 
away for Christmas vacation, and was signed 
into law four hours later by Woodrow Wilson. 
The Federal Reserve Bank was founded by 
international banking conspirators, mostly 
foreigners, including officials of Kuhn, Loenand 


t..o., Jacob Sc hilt, Uoldman, Saxon, Lehman, the 
Warburgs, Kahns, and Rockefellers. 
Congressman Charles A. JLindbcrg, Sr. told 

this act the Invisible government by money 
power will be legalized. . . The new law will 
create inflation whenever the trusts want in- 
flation . . . and depressions will be SCIEN- 
TIFICALLY CREATED.” 

Federal Reserve is NOT owned by the U.S. 
government but by private individuals; and has 
N O RESERVE of its own. The USA does not own 
ONE SHARE of stock in Federal Reserve 
System. Federal Reserve employees are NOT on 
civil service, the government has no say as to its 
locations, and even Congress iB not allowed to 
know its directors. This private corporation 

PAYS NO TAXES, NO INTEREST, AND HAS 
NEVER BEEN AUDITED NOR INSPECTED! 

DEBT MONEY SYSTEM 
The U.S. Constitution gives CONGRESS the 
power to issue our money (art. 1, Sec. 8). Under 
Federal Reserve Act, the Fed issues our money at 
a cost of about .0084® per note for the cost of prin- 
ting, Then the Fed LENDS this money back to 
the U.S. 

We are now paying intereston EVERY Federal 
Reserve note. A One dollar bill, etc., plainly says 
"Federal Reserve Note,” which means that it is 
actually an IOW of the U.S. government to the 
Federal Reserve private bankers, for the face 
value of the note, plus interest. 

Interest on the “National Debt” today is the 
third largest item in our national budget, 
exceeded only by defense and Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare (Social Security, 
Welfare, etc ). The national debt is over $495 
billion, and Ford says it will probably go over 
$500 billion this year. Interest alone on the 
national debt is now $31 billion a year. 

If Congress had issued interest-free currency 
according to the Constitution, THERE WOULD 
BE NO NATIONALDEBT! Actually, we owe the 
money changers nothing. We have this burden- 
some yoke upon our necks because under an un- 
constitutional money system, our money is put 
into circulation as a debt. 

CREDIT CREATED BY 

BOGKEEPING ENTRY 
In moat instances the Fed merely credits the 
government account and hands the government 
a book of “check book currency," thereby saving 
the cost of printing Federal Reserve notes. In 
fact. 95% of all business is now transacted with 
“check book currency" which is CREATED BY 
BOOKKEEPING ENTRIES of the twelve 
Federal Reserve Banks and commercial 
banks — out of thin air, with the stroke of a pen. 

On December 7, 1968, a Minnesotajurymadea 
decision that the creation of credit by bookkeep- 
ing entry is unconstitutional. 

FACTIONAL RESERVE 
Checkbook currency can be created by banks 
with only a fraction of the money on reserve to 
cover the amount of the loanB. For example, a 
bank with $50,000can lend $1,500, 000 checkbook 
currency. This can be re-deposited, and re-loaned 
over and over. 

The Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation 
(FDIC) is a farce. If there were to be a run on 
banks, there would be financial catastrophe. Ac- 
cording to author Harry Browne, the FDIC now 
has only $4.7 billion to cover insured bank 
deposits of $393.3 billion. Raising the insurance 
from $20,000 to $50,000 only lowers the ratio of 


the agency’s reserves to liabilities — from bad to 
worse. 

TAX-FREE 

GOVERNMENT BONDS 
The money boys saw to it that interest on 
municipal, State, and Federal revenue bonds is 
tax-free. 

If your community floats a $50 million bond is- 
sue. the bond is drawn up and sold to a money

Now put all this together 

1. Suppose you are the Fed. and authorize the 
Bureau of Engraving to print a $50,000 bill, our 
largest denomination, and walk out with it, leav- 
ing a tab of .0084® for the cost of printing. 

2. Now step into the Treasury Department and 
buy a $50,000 interestbearing U.S. Bond with 
the bill. This is the manner our Treasury 
finances the budget. 

3. Next, deposit the bond with the Comptroller of 
Currency (you retain ownership of the bond and 
the interest iB payable to you). 

4. You hoard the $50,000 currency in your bank 
vault as reserve for the creation of $1,500,000 of 
checkbook currency which you can lend to 
member banks for making FURTHER loans and 
investments. 

5. Suppose the bond pays 4% annual interest and 
matures in 30 years at which time the Fed will 
receive a second cash payment of $50,000 from 
the treasury. (Remember, by law, all Federal 
Reserve Notes (From $1 bill to $50,000) are 


OBLIGATIONS of the Federal Government, uo 
are interest-bearing U.S. *^nds). 

To summarize: Jf ' 

Treasury receives $60,000 gish.The F^a receivesr 
$50,000 from Comptroller of Currency 
$50,000 from Treasury wh*n bond matures 
$60,000 tax-free interest 
$3,760,000 interest on loam to member banks 
$3,760,000 total— which likewise use the credit 
for other loans and investments. 

Whenever the federal government wishes to 
make a loan the Treasury prints bonds for the 
amount of the loan, and the Fed prints Federal 
Reserve notes for same amount; they make an 
outright swap. Thus, the above procedure takes 
place. The government borrows their own credit 
and pays the money changers $2 for every $1 
borrowed, plus interest. 

And this was ratified and signed into law by 
Woodrow Wilson on December 23, 1913. 

During the past 60 years the Fed has created 
$ 1 ='/.* trillion indebtedness.

police, only a handful of people may use, but not 
own, a firearm by special permission, KG 3 (Com- 
mittee of State Security) and under strict police 
supervision. 

Anti-gun laws aid the Kremlin, whether he be a 
traitor to his country or a common sneak thief. A 
criminal has no respect for any law, including 
gun laws, and he will always steal or “capture” a 
gun, or guns, if he is bo inclined. 

The President’s Crime Commission, when it 
was created in this country, has recommended 
the enactment of state laws that would require 
the registration of all privately owned hand 
guns, rifles, and hotguns, and the enactmentof a 
similar law by the Congress if any state failed to 
comply within five years. Today, in this country, 
under the National Firearms so-called Regis- 
tration Law, all gun dealers are required, when a 
person buys a gun, that he or she sign a form giv- 
ing his or her name and address, showing the 
make, serial number, etc. of the gun or pistol, 
whereby the government of the United States 
has a record of same; and in the event a 
resolution in this country, or war, should start, 
his or her gun will be picked up and surrendered 
to the military or perhaps to our enemy. This law 
further provides that any person having been 
convicted of a felony cannot buy a gun or pistol, 
and the gun dealer do not tell this to the 
purchaser. And today, in this country, there are 
thousands of people under indictment or have 
been convicted concerning this application, and 
the gun dealer never does divulge this to the 
buyer for the reason that he would lose the sale of 
guns or piBtols. This law should be amended to re- 
quire the gun dealer to read and explain to the 
purchaser that if he or Bhe has ever been con- 
victed of a felony he or she would not be 
permitted to buy a gun. 

Just recently, in Georgia, the legislature 
attempted to pass a registration gun law 
whereby we would be denied the right to buy a 
gun unless we signed an application registering 
the same whereupon the government and, 

‘ perhaps our enemy, would know that we own and 
possess a gun and what type of gun we bought. 
The conservative right-wing organizations were 
successful in getting the legislature to defeatthia 
horrible legislation which I say would be con- 
trary to the Constitution of the United States 
(which gives us the right to have and possess 
weapons). 

The American public is now being saturated 
with "gray false in part” propaganda appearing 
in such seemingly respectable media as the 
Reader’s Digest, CBS-TV, NBC-TV, and ABC- 
TV. and many of the leading newspaper 
editorials are trying to mislead the public and the 
politicians by suggesting that in order to stop 
crime in this country we must prohibit the sale of 
guns and ammunition with the exception of a 
few, which will cause the country to fall and our 
citizens to be destroyed by the enemy within. 
This is done for the purpose of breaking down 
their natural resistance to any gun legislation 
that encroaches upon their constitutional rights 
and in the hope of nullifying their pressure on 
their congressional representatives, as well as 
the legislators in the state of our union, 

In the United States, annually, we have 
between twelve to fifteen thousand murders. 


One-half of the murders are caused by hand 
guns, rifles and shotguns, and the other half by 
knives and other lethal instruments. In this 
country, there are approximately 75 to 100 
thousand people killed annually, and ap- 
proximately 2 million hospitalized by licensed 
drivers of registered automobiles. 

Communism has captured and destroyed coun- 
try after country, And while this article is being 
prepared and ready to be published, the countries 
of Viet Nam, Cambodia, Laos, Portugal, arid 
Spain are being attacked by the Communist 
Bloc, and these countries will soon fall under the 
Iron Curtain which manes that our country will 
be next on the list. And if ourgovernmentand its 
representatives, such as the Congress and 
Senate of the United States and the various 
legislators of the fifty states, should pass these 
gun laws, it will not be too far off for our enemy 
within and from withou t to a ttnck_fl«d -destroy .. . 
our nation and turn this great country over to th e 
Communists. To assure the success of the 
enemies and the traitors' of our country, namely, 
th« Communists and the Socialists, they must bn 

guaranteed imintroilty by the registration and 
confiscation of privately owned weapons which 
might be used against them and such military 
forces as would remain loyal. 

Nearly every state in our country has 
constitutional sections that specify the right of a 
citizen of a state to “keep and bear arms in 
defense of hie home, person, and property. Any 
gun legislation enacted by the Federal 
Government which usurps the intent of a state 
constitution and the laws of a state is void. By 
legal definition this simply means that such a 
federal law does not exist and has never existed 
because the sovereignty of a state is superior to 
that of the federal government in every matter 
except where the state has delegated certain 
specific powers through a contract, called the 
Constitution, to one of its three agents call the 
Federal Government. The power to regulate or 
control hand guns, rifles and shot guns in the 
hands of citizens is not one of the powere 
delegated to the Federal Government by any of 
the states, and won’t be for as long as the citizens 
keep telling their representatives in the congress 
to vote “No” on any and all gun legislations and 
to tell their state legislators to strengthen their 
state constitution if needed, to bring it in line 
with the above-cited and mentioned laws. 

I advise every citizen to study his state 
constitution and to write or wire his state 
representative not to ever do anything to in fringe 
upon our rights to keep and bear arms as given us 
under the Federal Constitution of the United 
States, as heretofore mentioned. 

1 urge each and every person in our country to 
remind your representative who represents your 
district in the United States Congress to always 
vote “No" on any type of gun law that would 
deprive your rights to keep and bear armB 
because it ia your sole and legal way to protect 
your home, your property, and your family. 

I urge every citizen to watch for and expose the 
crooked propagandists and masters of deceit 
who sneak into your home by way of printed 
words, the radio and television media which are 
trying to brain-wash our people that their own 
salvation is that gun laws must be enacted by 
your legislators and the congress of the United 
States. Do not fall for this type of propaganda.

In his book The Rich and Super Rich, 
Ferdinand Lund berg cites the case of a multi- 
millionaire who had an income one year of over

Those 
with lowest income are hit hardest, as there is a 
ceiling. Retirees with least investment income 
and need most to work, are limited on wages they 
can earn. 

Far better retirement programs could have 
been worked out by individuals if the 
government had not taken their money. Now 
they must depend on the government — it was 
planned that way. 

Social Security is broke. With no new workers, 
taxes, beneficiaries or inflation over the next 75 
years, social insecurity is now $2-'/a trillion 
dollars in the hole on a projected basis.

On May 22, 197o, wire services announced that 
David Rockefeller. Chairman of Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank and Council on Foreign Relations, had 
just opened the first American banking office in 
the USSR in over 50 years. 

Chase signed the first major credit 
arrangement between a private international 
hank and the Soviet Union — an $86 million deal 
to finance the Kama River truck foundry, 500 
miles east of Moscow.largest truck factory in the 
world (transferring U.S. funds, jobs and 
technology to build up the economy of an avowed 
enemy). 

David was just back from opening financial 
doors to China, draining American-generated 
credit into foreign lands. 

In May 1974 the tax-supported Export Import 
Hank granted its largest credit over to the Soviet 
Union, a $180 million low-interest loan to help 
finance a mammoth fertilizer manufacturing 
complex— FIRST PAYMENT DUE IN 16M

Daily World.” Communists in this country think 
the same way as our Women “Libbers” do; both 
of them are for Equal Rights. 

The Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, which is a 
Christian Organization, is being deliberately 
linked with the Anti-Christ, Jewish American 
Community Party by the women "Libbers.” We 
in the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, feel that 
women are not equal to men— we feel that our 
women are more than equal to men, so, therefore, 
we give women a more exulted and esteemed 
place in our society than do the Communists and 
Women libbers.

The re-birth of the Klan in 1915 on top ofStone 
Mountain, Georgia, brought about the 
organization of the National Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan — a non-violent organization. 

The Blacks have their NAACP, SCLC and The 
Corps, just to name a few, but do you see movies 
about them or hear about any of their violence 
lately? Oh, but the Blocks are marching around 
capitals, down city streets, and picketing for 
higher welfare checks because they say thatthey 
can’t make it on the money they get each month 
— while we go to work and pay taxes each week 
so that they can lay at home and drive big fancy 
cars, and receive their welfare checks every week. 
Blacks and whites and foreigners alike all have 
the chance to the same job, but statistics have 
proven that there ore fewer whites on welfare. 

We are proud to be native-born Americans. We 
are proud of our forefathers who gave up their 
lives so that we would he able to live in freedom;

I for one, am proud of our flag and all that it 
represents. Yet, there are those who, for a mess of 
potage, would sell their birthright and see ttns 
flag torn from its sockets and trampled upon . I he 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan respect 
other flags but bow to none but Old Glory, and 
pledge themselves to see that »t shall always flow 
supreme, conscious of the fact that devotion to 
Deity, to obey and uphold the law and 
Constitution of our country is necessary. Surely 
the blood of kings and potentates could be no 
more royal than our forefathers. t 

Our forefathers were the pilgrims - Boone, 
Washington, Franklin. Lincoln, and Lee - just 
to name a few. I am sure that every one of them 
would have given up their lives to keep America 
free and some of them did. Some American 
people sit back in their air conditioned homes 
and watch T.V. and say “Well, if foreigners want, 
to come to America, so what? America s a big 
prosperous country, why should we care? I » tell 
you why. Because, oddly enough, when these im- 
migrants become citizens, many join Marxist, 
anti-American organizations which radically 
want to change America. Most are vehemently 
anti-white. They call us “Anglos” or“Hunkies 
,as a derogatory slur. If they hate this country 
and white Americans why don’t they remain in 
their own countries. If we are so bigoted and pre- 
judiced and they are so discriminated against, 
then, why are they not fighting to get out of 
America and return to their own countries. They 
never had it so good, that’s why! They are jealous 
of what the white man has been able to retain for 
his own kind.

might be white, proud Americans. 

Thomas Jefferson praised the work and cause 
of the Klan. Abraham Lincoln was assassinated, 
because he wanted to separate the races of Black 
and white because there was too broad 
difference between the races and he knew the end 
result would be a mongrel race.

COUNCIL ON FOREIGN RELATIONS

I would like to talk to the readers of this 
newspaper about the Council on Foreign 
Relations. 

To this day the American people do not know 
how it was formed, why it was formed, and who 
formed it, and they are unable to see through it to 
reveal its true identity and purpose. 

When 1 look at the history of this Council, its 
people, a* i its actions, it is hard for me to believe 
that it is othing els^ but part of the Communist 
World Government Scheme. When you examine 
them I am sure that you will agree. 

The Council on Foreign Relations never 
amounted to much until 1927 when the 
Rockefellers started their various foundations 
pouring money into it. Other tax-free foun- 
dations that poured money into it were the Ford’s 
and Carnegie’s Foundations. 

In 1929, mainly with Rockefeller backing, they 
acquired their present headquarters, the Harold 
Pratt House, 58 East 68th Street, New York, New 
York. 

Among the list of forefathers of the Council on 
Foreign Relations are none other than the World 
International Bankers, such as J. P. Morgan, 
John I). Rockefeller, Paul Warburg, Otto Kahn 
and Jacob Schiff. (By the way, these same men 
engineered and established the Federal Reserve 
System which is breaking our government to this 
day. It is not owned by our government.) They 
arc also responsible for the Marxist graduated in- 
come tax which they avoided for themselves by 
creating their own tax-free foundations. 

Since the administration of Franklin D. 
KooBevelt, the Council on Foreign Relations has 
managed to have members slotted into Key policy 
making positions, which accounts for both 
Henry Kissinger and the liberals in both parties. 
Two other key inside men in the government are 
Hubert Humphrey and Birch Bayh. (Bayh is one 
of the big pushers of gun control.) 

If yop will review the Nixon administration 
you will see that they control the Council on 
Foreign Relations. Through the Communist-ac- 
commodating Council on Foreign Relations the 
Nixon Administration was able to: 

1 . Increase trade with the Communists. 

2. Disarmament without inspection. 

3. Encourage Detente with the Soviet Union 
and Red China. 

On April 28, 1972, Congressman John R. 
Karick declared, “The Council on Foreign 
Relations is the establishment. Not only does it 
have influence and power in key decision making 
positions at the highest levels of government, to 
apply pressure from above, but it also finances 
and uses individuals and groups to bring pres- 
sure from below to justify the high level decisions 
for converting jthe United States from a 
sovereign Constitutional Republic into a servile 
member state of the ‘One World Dictatorship.’ ” 

In February 1974, the “American Opinion” 
stated that “Years ago Nelson Rockefeller 


demanded and received the privilege of naming 
his own men on top administrative posts on all 
important Republican Committees. . .including 
the vital national senatorial, congressional and 
policy committees. His demand for top patronage 
was reluctantly agreed to, after he threatened to 
cut off all Rockefeller and^ Rockefeller controlled 
financial contributions/ The effect on the 
Republican Party has beeh all too clear.” 

It was Nelson Rockefeller who insisted that” 
Henry Kissinger become the Nixon Ad- 
ministration’s right-hand man for foreign 
policies. (From 1956 to 1958 Kissinger was em- 
ployed by the Rockefeller brothers as Director of 
Special Studies.) 

Paul Scott stated that Western European 
leaders are becoming convinced that “the Nixon 
Administration is primarily interested in 
develdping a new international order in close 
relationship with the Russians.” 

During the Nixon Administration, the fact of 
the signing of 67 bilateral United States-Soviet 
agreements, that range from political con- 
sultation to joint space exploration, is clear 
evidence that the Nixon- Kissinger policies put 
the Communist Russians before proven allies. 

Mr. Scott also stated that Kissinger had a 
highly unusual and secretive method of dealing 
with top Soviet leaders. 

Mr. Scott revealed, on April 10, 1974, that “Dur- 
ing his recent visitto the Soviet Union, Kissinger 
cut himself off from United States military and 
diplomatic personnel in the U. S. Embassy in 
Moscow and utilized the Soviet Communication 
System for transmitting messages back to the 
President. Proposals handed Kissinger by Soviet 
leaders were sent to the White House VIA 
Kremlin radio to the Soviet Embassy in 
Washington and then hand carried to the 
President or Kissinger’s staff by Russian 
diplomatic personnel, rather than through the 
United States Communication System of the 
Defense and State 

Scott went on to say that during private 
conversations with members of Congress, the 
presidential military advisers have complained 
that Soviet Ambassador, Anatoly F. Dobrynin, 
has a closer relationship with Secretary of State 
Kissinger than they do. 

In the past two years, Kissinger has flown to 
Moscow on the President’s special Air Force 
plane four times. All four times he was ac- 
companied by Dobrynin, and has never invited 
one of the joint chiefs of staff to accompany him. 

.Can’t you see through their foreign-bom 
Secretary of State? 

Kissinger, who is on the Council on Foreign 
Relations, supports the International Order of 
World Rule. A statement that has appeared in 
Kissinger’s writings is as follows, “We must 
construct an international order. Institutions 
based on present concepts of national 
sovereignty are not enough. 

In Mr. Scott’s column in November, 1973, he 
referred to a speech made by Council on Foreign 
Relations member, Richard N. Gardner, profes- 
sor of Law and International Organization at 
Columbia University. Gardner stated that, "Our 
best hope for the foreseeable future seenis to be 
not in building up a few ambitious central 


institutions. . .but rather in much more decen- 
tralized. . .and fragrn«oted process of inventing 
or adapting institutions of limited jurisdiction 
find selected membership to deal with specific 
problems.” 

“In short, we are likely to do better by building 
our House of World Order from the bottom up 
rather than from the top down.” 

Gardner termed his new strategy “an end run 
around National Sovereignty, eroding it piece by 
piece.” He predicted that such an approach is 
likely to get us to World Order faster than the old 
fashion frontal assault. 

He then went on to say, “the hopeful aspect of 
the present situation is that even as nations 
resist appeals for world government, and 
surrender of sovereignty, technological, 
economical and political interest are forcing 
them to establish more and more far ranging 
institutions to manage their mutual 
independence.” 

However, this speech received very little 
publicity, obviously aokeep the American people 
from becoming knowledgeable about its 
contents. *. 

In June, 1972, “American Opinion” magazine, 
Gary Allen briefly discussed Council on Foreign 
Relations’ member- James Warburg, whose 
international banking family waB principally 
responsible for the/ creation of the Federal 
Reserve System tha{, controls our money and is 
breaking our government. Also, they financed 
1-enin and Trotskj| fir om itfl New York and 
Frankfurt Banks. £ 

On February 17, ifeb, Warburg, speaking to a 
committee of the United States Senate, stated 
that, “We shall haveworld government whether 
or not you like it, bjfeonquest or consent” 

The June, 1972|||sue of the “American 
Opinion” magazine |iade this observation about 
the World-Govemnjrit Promoting Council on 
Foreign Relations:'# 

Origi nally the Council was controlled by a con- 
sort) um of Morgan l^uftner s and agents, butoVer 
the years Morgan’ainfluence has receded and 
the Rockefeller family has gained mastery of the 
organization.” fm 

“The Council on Foreign Relations is often 
facetiously referred 5 to these days as the 
■Rockefeller Foreign Office’ but it is strictly kid- 
ding on the square”

What do you think? Is it just kidding or are the 
hidden facts starting to show through? 

The Chairman of the Board of The Council on 
Foreign Relations it David Rockefeller, who also 
heads the Chase Manhattan Bank, which by 
1973 had accumulated and admitted 39 billion 
dollars in assets. This does not include a major 
portion of their business carried on through af- 
filiated banks overseas, a figure not consolidated 
on their balance sheets. Chase Manhattan has 
28 foreign branches of its own plus a globe en- 
circling string of5P,000 correspondent banking 
offices. The mind boggles at such financial 
power. 

Allen’s article stated that congressional 
sources had revealed that Chase Manhattan, 
through its combined trust departments, holds 
enough stock in its 55 major corporations in the 


United States to exercise some measure of con- 
trol. 

Today, David Rockefeller is a money magnate 
weilding unprecedented power expanding or 
inhabiting the economies of whole nations by his 
day to day decisions. The Power of the 
Rockefellers, one of their biographers says, 
crosses all borders, can make or destroy 
governments, start and stop wars and profoun- 
dly influence everyone’s life, including yours. 

On June 26, 1968, the Associated Press 
released this report: “The New York Governor 
Nelson Rockfeller said as President he would 
work toward international creation of a New 
World Order based on east and west cooperation 
instead of conflict.” 

The free American people should thank 
Almighty God that he was not elected. However, 
their goal to have world rule still goes full speed 
ahead, as they were able to insert into the top 
slot, in the Nixon administration, the most 
highly trained inside man they have (Henry Kis- 
singer) to help achieve their selfish world rule by 
means of changing, making and carrying out our 
United States foreign policies. Kissinger’s 
relationship with the Soviets is closer than 
anyone’s in our government. Why do you think 
this is so? Is he one of us or one of them? 

The Council on Foreign Relations has 
instigated plans that will cost the taxpayers 
fortunes and at the same time protect the 
bankers that are affiliated or members of the 
Council on Foreign Relations from losing any 
money at all. 

The following is just such an example. The 
World Government Promoters believe that the 
Soviet economy should be elevated to a point 
whereby it can be mashed into the United States 
economy. This will be accomplished by the 
'transfer to thfe Soviet Union of United States 
technological know-how and capital. Our 
government is undergoing just such a transfer 
through the United States’ Export-Import Bank. 

The Export-Import Bapk was smarted in 1934 
by President Franklin D. Roosevelt Congress 
made it an independent government agency in 
1945. It was never allowed to finance any Com- 
munist countries until 1971, when it was passed 
by the president authorizing it to extend credits 
and guarantees to the Soviet Union, Romania, 
and Poland. 

By July 9, 1974, the Export-Import Bank had 
made loans to the Soviet Union totaling about 
five million dollars.- 

The bank’s stocks, borrowing, and tran- 
sactional authority are financed by American 
taxpayers. 

Not only does the Export-Import Bank ad- 
vance about half the money needed for Soviet 
projects, but it also obligates the United States 
taxpayers by guaranteeing the commercial 
banks (which the Export-Import Bank borrows 
from) reimbursement against any loss, if the 
Soviets default. In this type of under the table 
dealing international banking institutions like 
Chase can’t lose. But what about the taxpayers? 

The Soviets to this day owe us about $760,- 
000,000 and they say they will not pay, and, at a 
loss, we the taxpayers will have to pay these 
international bankers. Now, can you Bee how 


they, at no loss to themselves, are draining the 
taxpayers? 

On July il, 1974, the Red Line Newsletter 
revealed the “Export-Import Bank’s first big 
loan went to build the Soviet Kama River Truck 
Complex, the largest in the world. The bank- 
loaned the Kremlin $86,420,000.00. . .coming to) 
about 45 per cent of the total project cost at 6 per' 
cent interest. { 

To match the U, S. Export-Import Bank loar^ 
for the Kama River plant, the Rockefeller’s; 
Chase Manhattan Bank also loaned the sather 
amount to be repaid at a higher interest rate than; 
the Soviets will be required to pay the taxpayers 
supported Export-Import Bank. But how much’’ 
more interest, is a banking secret. Chase 
Manhattan will be paid off including interest 
before one dime is repaid to the Exportrlmport 
Bdnk. 

On May 5, 1974, Congressman John D. Conlan 
asked, “Why should the United States subsidize 
Russia's build-up of its own strategic rayi 
material capability when great efforts are 
needed at home to fill America’s own gaping 
deficiencies of raw materials.” He went on to 
point out that the Export-Import Banks had 
made loans to finance the Soviets with money to 
enable them to export nuclear weapons, build 
plants, jet aircraft, and military equipment, as 
well as machine tools and computer technology 
that can be used for military purposes. 

Conlan then stated, “It is obvious to anyone 
that this head long rush by American 
corporations to provide the fruits of United 
States brain poWer to the Soviet Union is against 
all our best national interest. 

The fact that Russian built trucks and tanks 
built to American designs and powered by 
American diesel engines, when supplied by the 
Soviets to the North Vietnamese Army for use 
against ua on the battlefield should be reason 
enough to stop Export-Import Bank credit 

On January 19, 1974, a Washington-based 
weekly reported that Peter Flanigan, who is a 
member of the Communist-Accommodating 
Council on Foreign Relations, has paid a visitto 
Georgia Congressman Benjamin Blackburn to 
try and persuade him to support a United States 
. effort to help explore and develop natural gas 
and oil deposits in the Soviet Union. 

He then told the Georgia Congressman that“if 
we cannot trust the Arabs we should have to get 
fuel from a more reliable source, the Soviet 
Union.” Mr. Blackburn in turn told him that 
“that kind of reasoning was crazy.” 

The loan for such a project is estimated at ten 
billion dollars. It would be 1980 before the 
American taxpayers would receive one drop of 
oil, if any is to be found. We know that from past 
dealings with the Soviets that they cannot be 
trusted. 

Ask yourself this: Can we trust these Com- 
munists to let us search, drill, and export fuel out 
of their country? 

After former President Nixon tells us we 
should not depend on the Jew-hoting Arabs for 
oil, the Nixon-Kissinger Jewish Administration 
tells us that we should depend on the Comm- 
unists for Siberian gas.
